East Point, Ga., April 16.—(Spe- 
cial.—Eugene Bryant, 21, was almost 
instantly killed at College Park this 
afternoon when his body was, pierced 
by the shaft of an ice wagon when. the 
mule hitched to the vehicle became 
frightened and lunged toward the auto- 
mobile which Bryant was driving. 

Bryant was returning from Camp- 
bell county about noon and.as he 
reached the intersection of Lyle and 
Main streets in College Park, he met 
a wagon of the Atlantic Ice and Coal 
company driven by a negro. 
Bryant car approached the wagon the 
mule became frightened, witnesses 
stated, and appeared to rush headlong 
toward the automobile, the left shaft 
striking Bryant near the heart and 
pitching him bodily to the rear seat. 
The broken shaft was pulled from Bry- 
ant’s side. 

The head of the mule struck Mrs. 
J. A. Lassiter, who, with her hus- 
band, was riding in the tonneau, but 
she was not injured. 

Although mortally wounded and 
with the broken shaft still in his side, 
Bryant remained conscious and called 
to Bob Dodson, sitting on the front 
seat, to stop the car, which he did. 
Bryant was rushed to a drug store 
here in the ambulance of A. C. Hem- 
& Sons, undertakers but died

New Companies Here. 

There have been various changes 
in the status of new hydroelectric 
companies in the state, some having 
acqtiired interest in other companies.

The 
Georgia Railway & Power company, 
it is pointed out, now has conections 
with five other hydroelectric develop- | 
ments, whereby interruptions in serv- | 
ice are greatly minimized, Total | 
available power as a result of these | 
connections now approximates one | 
and a half million horse power, it is 
stated. | 

During the year 1925, 184 public | 
service corporations reported to the | 
commission and, with few exceptions, 


they all are in highly prosperous con- 
dition, the report states. These cor- 
porations are classified as follows: 

Street railroad, gas, electric light 
and power companies, 34 (39° in 
1924); steam -ailroads, 46 (47 in/'| 
1924); terminal companies, 5: ex- | 
press companies, : telegraph com- | 
panies, 2; telephone companies, 87} 
(SS in 1924); cotton compress com- | 
panies, 8 (12 in 1924). The total of | 
184 for 1925 compares to 195 for | 
1924. 

There are 6,821,244 miles of single 
track main line steam railroad lines 
in the state, for the year ending De- 
cember 31, with 325,335 miles of 
double track. There are 2,305,359 
miles of passing and yard track. This 
gives a grand total of 9,451,938 miles. 

Accidents on steam railroads dur- 
ing 1925 caused 161 deaths, of whom 
2 were passengers, 51 employees and , 
108 other persons. The total injured | 
by steam railroads during the year, 
was 3,617, of whom 3,004 were em- 
ployees, 292 passengers and $21 other | 
persons. |

HOPES OF FARMERS 
REVIVED BY PLAN 


President’s Spokesman. 
Declares Proposed Re- 
volving Plan Does Not 
Constitute Subsidy by 
Government.

Washington, April 16.—President 
Coolidge has given his tacit approval 
to the farm relief proposal setting up 
a federal board to aid in marketing 
surpluses and financed by the govern- 
ment, and believes it has a_ good 
chance of success in congress. 

The president’s approval, made 
known at the white house Friday, 
comes only after a prolonged bombard- 
ment by western farm leaders who 
went on a rampage several weeks ago. 
It is expected to solidify administra- 
tion forces in congress,-which have 
been split several ways on agricul- 
tural relief, and had just recently 
practically agreed to let the proposed 
drastic measures die, after talking 
about it for weeks. 

Tincher Offers Bill. 
Hopes of success among farm lead- 


'ers were revived a few days ago when 


Secretary of Agriculture Jardine en- 
dorsed the general idea of a federal 
board to help market surplus crops, 
and on that day the senate agricul- 
tural committee reported a bill fol- 
lowing the general lines he laid down.

a similar bill in the house by Repre- 
sentative Tincher, Kansas, republican. 

It was this bill which was discussed 
Friday by the president’s spokesman, 
who insisted significantly that it did 


‘not involve the government in buying 


and selling or fixing prices which the 
president has opposed. This is con- 
friry td the opinion of others who 
hold is is a price-fixing measure, more 
or less. 

The bill, briefly, sets up a federal 
farm board, and provides a loan fund, 
or revolving fund, of $100,000,000 to 
be appropriated by congress. It is 
this direct appropriation which is de- 
scribed in some quarters as opposed to 
previous administration policy. 


No Subsidy Created. 


However, it is denied by the presi- 
dent’s spokesman that this revolving 
fund constitutes a subsidy of any 
kind, any more than credit supplied 
by the war finance corporation. In 
fact, it was said, this revolving fund 
is just a continuation of the war fi- 
nee corporation under another name. 
The reason for establishing the re- 
volving fund, it was explained, is that 
these farm cooperative associations 
are new and experimental organiza- 
tions and would find difficulty in get- 
ting loans from banks, which will be 
obviated by the revolving fund.

The order of the Georgia commis- 
sion prescribing rates, rules and reg- 
ulations governing the concentration, 
warehousing and re-shipping of cot- 
ton at compress points in Georgia, is 
now under consideration by the I. C, 
C., in the manner and general inves- 
tigation looking for uniformity on 
interstate movement. 

The Georgia commission has taken 
'an active part in the general investi-

Hoch-Smith resolution adopted by 
congress. This is one of the largest 
eases ever handled by the Interstate 
Commerce commission, and the final 
order of necessity is of concern to all 
states in the union. 

The Georgia commission is inves- 
tigating interstate rates on peaches 
from Georgia shipping points to north- 
ern and eastern destinations, looking 
to lower rates. 

There is now a general investigation 
before the Interstate Commerce com- 
mission in regard to charges for re- 
frigeration service. in which the Geor- 
gia commission will take an active 
part. : 

The Georgia commission has re- 
cently concurred in arule promul- 
gated by the carriers, providing for 
the movement of less than carload 
shipments of fruit and vegetables.
